PETITION?FOR CHARTER 


We, the undersigned, students|in good standing and members 
of the College Band in good standing, in Northeastern! State 
College, located at Talhequah, Oklahoma, Having hereunto 
attached our individual and class records, the history of the 
Band, our Alma Mater, our organization and other data re¬ 
quired, do hereby petition Kappa Kappa Psi, National Honory- 
ary Band Fraternity for College Bandsmen, to grant to us and 
to our successors a charter for a chapter of the Fraternity 
at this institution and to assign us a chapter name. 


Should this petition be granted we agree to support the Con¬ 
stitution and Bylaws, rules and regulations, customs, laws 
and traditions of Kappa Kappa Psi Fraternity, to perform its 
rituals, and to perform our part in the government and support 
of the Fraternity as such, and under its laws govern our¬ 
selves as a chapter in harmony and good fellowship, and that 
we and our successors shall work for the best interests and 
advancements of the Fraternity wherever and whenever we may, 
it being understood that nothing in this pledge shall in any 
way conflict with our political or religious scruples, or our 
duties or our obligations to our college, our family,: our¬ 
selves, our country, or our God.' 


In testimony whereof, we have hereunto set our hands and seals 
this Jfti day of ,1917. 
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THE HISTORY OF NORTHEASTERN STATE COLLEGE 


Northeastern State College had its beginning in 1846 
when the Cherokee National Council passed an act providing 
for the establishment of the National Male Seminary and 
the National Female Seminary. The idea of public and 
higher education for the Cherokees was advocated and pro¬ 
vided for by the Treaty of 1865 between the United States 
and the Cherokee Nation. Section 6, Article 9, of the 
Constitution of the Cherokee Nation states, "Religion, 
morality, and knowledge being necessary for good government, 
the preservation of liberty, and the happiness of mankind, 
schools and the means of education shall forever be encouraged 
in this nation." To implement the provisions of the 
constitution, the Council passed the act, "Be it enacted 
by the National Council that all facilities and means for 
the promotion of education by the establishment of schools, 
and the diffusion of general intelligence among the 
people shall be afforded by legislation, commensurate with 
the importance of such objects and the extent of public 
finances. ." The erection of the buildings for the two 
seminaries began in 1847, and the Cherokee National Male 
Seminary opened on May 6, 1851, and the Cherokee National 
Female Seminary opened on the following day. With the 
exception of an interim period just before and following 
the Civil War, these institutions were in operation 
until 1909. 

On March 6, 1909, the State Legislature of Oklahoma 
passed an act providing for the creation and location of 
Northeastern State Normal School at Tahlequah, Oklahoma, 
and for the purchase from the Cherokee Tribal Government 
of the building, land, and equipment of the Cherokee Fe¬ 
male Seminary, "... for the exclusive purpose of the 
instruction of both male and female persons in the art of 
teaching and in all various branches that pertain to a 
good common school education, also to give instruction in 
the theory and practice of teaching, in the fundamental 
laws of the United States and in what regards the rights 
and duties of citizens." The educational program of the 
normal school consisted of four years of high school 
study and two years at the college level. 

As previously authorized by an act of the Legislature, 
the State Board of Education, then the governing board of 
the college, took action in 1919 to change the normal school 
to Northeastern State Teachers College and provide for a 
four-year curriculum leading to the bachelor's degree. 

Then, in 1939, the Oklahoma Legislature changed the college 



to Northeastern State College in an act stating that the 
college is . . authorized to offer courses in the 
various educational branches and shall not be confined to 
the purpose of educationg persons in the art of teaching 
. . . shall establish and maintain vocational departments 
for the purpose of teaching vocational subjects and in 
addition thereto may establish such other departments 
as may be necessary to offer a full and complete course 
for the higher education of students in all branches."

DR. HARRELL E. GARRISON, PRESIDENT OF NORTHEASTERN 


Dr. Garrison is a native Oklahoman with high school and undergraduate 
training in the state and graduate work at Northwestern University in 
Illinois and George jieabody college in Tennessee. Most of his teaching and 
administrative experience has been in Oklahoma, although he served as 
diagnostician in the child study clinic at Peabody for three years and was 
director of the training school at Denton, Texas, for one year. 

He was born on November 4, 1908} was graduated from high school at Hugo 
in 1927} received a bachelor's degree at Bethany-Peniel college in Oklahoma 
City in 1932} a master's in school administration at Northwestern University 
in 1936, and a doctor's from Peabody in 1949—although he completed work for 
the doctorate in 1948, 

After receiving his bachelor's degree he served as principal and teacher 
of English and general science at Swink for three years, attending summer 
sessions at Northwestern for his master's degree. He went to Ft. Towson as 
elementary principal and director of visual education in 1937. 

His doctoral work started in 1945 under a graduate fellowship at Peabody, 
During his three year study at Peabody he served as diagnostician in the 
child study clinic and became a specialist in that type of work, a type of 
work that has taken a large portion of his interest since receipt of his Ph.D, 
degrge. 

Dr, Garrison was director of the training school North Texas State Teacher' 
college at Denton for one year before coming back to Oklahoma as professor of 
education and director of the reading laboratory at the University of Oklahoma. 







He Is married and has two daughters, Linda, and Sandra. His wife is the 
former Clarice Taylor of Ft. Towson. 

He likes fishing, photography, automobile mechanics, singing in the 
Methodist church choir and all types of sports. But the thing he likes most 
is—people. 

Dr. Garrison's philosophy places great emphasis on the "dignity and worth 
of the Individual" and he insists thaf the teacher must recognize individual 
difference in children in order to find out what each child can do best and 
help him do that to the greatest degree. 

Garrison feels that people need a broad background to be educated and, 
hence, is concerned with methods of improving reading speed and comprehension. 

He feels that people can be taught to read faster and at the same time, with 
more understanding. This conviction has resulted from years of experimental 
study with reading techniques. 

He keeps in touch with educational problems and developments through 
wide reading and through membership in half a dozen professional organizations. 
Among these are the Oklahoma Education Association, the National Education 
Association, the American Association of University Professors, Phi Delta 
Kappa and Kappa Delta Pi. 

He also served as radio chairman for the Oklahoma Congress of Parents 
and Teachers and he is currently a member of the State Board of the organization.

In the early part of May, the Northeastern State Stage ^and 
under the sponsorship of Kappa Kappa Psi pledges, will host a 
state-wide stage band clinic. Guest band will be the University 
of Tulsa, with some 12 stage bands scheduled to appear. The 
pledges of Kappa Kappa Psi and members of all of the various 
music organizations on campus, sincerely hope that tiis will 
become an annual event.
